Any  person  violating  any  of  the  class  of  resolutions  now  or  here- 
after in  effect,  which  are  referred  to  in  the  following  subdivisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  infraction  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  subject  tn  the  penalties  provided  in  that  particular  sub- 
division designating  the  class  or  type  of  violation:

in  casu  of  necessity,   no  person   shall   stop,   park  or  leave   standing  any

who  has  done  so,   shall  notify  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment of  the  obstruction  and  the  circumstances  which  require  it.  Upon 
notification  by  the  Police  Department,  the  Director  shall  issue  a  per- 
mit for  the  obstruction  which  permit  shall  be  kept  at  the  site  of  the 
obstruction  and  available  for  inspection.
